The  Illinois  Compiled  Statutes  require  the  Commission  on 
Intergovernmental  Cooperation  to  compile  and  maintain  information  on 
federal  aid  programs  administered  by  Illinois  state  agencies,  and  to  report  to 
the  Illinois  General  Assembly  on  those  programs.  Federal  Funds  to  State 
Agencies,  FY  2001 -FY  2003,  the  Twelfth  edition  of  this  report,  is  submitted  by 
the  Commission  to  fulfill  this  responsibility. 

This  edition  includes  program  descriptions  and  outlay  information,  as 
well  as  sections  to  assist  legislators  and  staff  in  linking  the  federal  program 
data  to  the  state  budget.  A  State  Trust  Fund  section  identifies  the  trust 
fund(s)  used  for  depositing  the  federal  grants,  and  a  table  indicates  which 
state  programs  are  supported  and  what  areas  and  populations  of  Illinois  are 
served  by  the  federal  grants. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Commission  that  this  handbook  will  be  a  useful 
resource  for  legislators  in  their  understanding  of  federal  assistance.

Legislative  Agency  Reorganization 


In  the  fall  2003  \'eto  session  the  General  Assembly  passed  S.B.  1656 
(Silverstein-E.Jones-Madigan),  calling  for  consolidation  of  some  legislative 
service  agencies.  If  the  Governor  approves,  on  February  I,  2004  the  Illinois 
Commission  on  Intergovernmental  Cooperation  will  become  part  of  the 
Legislative  Research  Unit,  and  the  Pension  Laws  Commission  will  become 
part  of  the  Illinois  Economic  and  Fiscal  Commission.  The  Legislative  Space 
Needs  Commission  will  be  replaced  by  a  new  office  of  Architect  of  the 
Capitol. 

The  bill  says  the  Legislative  Research  Unit  will  succeed  to  all  the  powers, 
duties,  and  personnel  of  the  Commission  on  Intergovernmental 
Cooperation.  Thus  there  is  expected  to  be  little  change  in  the  Commission's 
publications  and  other  functions  if  the  bill  becomes  law.  The  Legislative

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INTRODUCTION 

The  Illinois  Commission  on  Intergovernmental  Cooperation,  a 
bipartisan,  support  agency  of  the  General  Assembly,  has  the 
responsibility  of  servicing  as  the  ".  .  .  information  center  for  the  General 
Assembly  in  the  field  of  federal-state  relations,  .  .  .  and  compiling  and 
maintaining  current  information  on  available  and  pending  federal  aid 
programs  .  .  .  ."  125  ILCS  130/4-2  (1996  State  Bar  Edition)]. 

\n  meeting  this  responsibility,  the  Commission  records  and 
tracks  applications  for,  and  awards  of,  federal  grants  to  state  agencies. 
In  addition,  the  Commission  conducts  an  annual  survey  designed  to 
identify  the  receipt  of  federal  aid  funcis  by  Illinois  state  agencies. 

The  Federal  Funds  to  State  Agencies  (FFSA)  report  is  designed  to 
provide  legislators  and  legislative  staff  with  a  comprehensive  reference 
of  information  on  federal  funds  that  are  received  by  state  agencies.  The 
FFSA  report  augments  the  information  provided  in  the  Commission's 
monthly  reports  of  federal  fund  transactions  by  listing  federal  aid 
awards  on  a  state  fiscal  year  basis  and  including  descriptive  program 
information.  It  is  hoped  that  this  information  will  help  legislators  and 
legislative  staff  develop  a  clearer  understanding  of  the  federal 
programs  used  by  Illinois  state  agencies,  and  of  the  levels  at  which 
those  programs  are  being  funded. 

The  Illinois  Commission  on  Intergovernmental  Cooperation  is 
also  required  to  report  annually  to  the  General  Assembly  on  the 
adequacy  of  programs  financed  by  federal  aid  in  the  state,  types  and 
nature  of  federal  aid  programs  in  which  state  agencies  or  local 
governments  did  not  participate,  and  to  make  recommendations  on 
such  matters  [25  ILCS  130/4-2(i)(c)] 

Adequacy  of  Programs  Financed  by  Federal  Aid 

Each  state  agency,  in  its  budgetary  process  with  the  General 
Assembly,  reports  evaluation  and  funding  data  as  required.  Through 
this  process,  the  General  Assembly  receives  information  on  the 
adequacy  of  programs  financed  by  federal  aid  in  the  State.  The  Illinois 
Commission  on  Intergovernmental  Cooperation,  as  requested  or 
assigned  by  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  produces  special 
reports  relative  to  federal  funds. 
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Identification  of  New  Federal  Funds  [Types  and  Nature  of  Programs  Not 
Applied  For] 

The  Illinois  Commission  on  Intergovernmental  Cooperation 
works  closely  with  the  Illinois  Federal  Clearinghouse,  a  Governor's 
Office  initiative,  to  identify  and  make  information  available  on 
additional  federal  aid  programs  that  may  provide  resources  for  state 
agencies  and  local  governments.  Extensive  Clearinghouse  information, 
including  referrals  to  Commission  publications,  such  as  Grant  Alerts,  is 
available  on  the  Internet  at  www.state.il.us.  Grant  Alerts  is  also 
published  monthly  and  mailed  extensively  to  potential  grant  users 
throughout  the  state.  Obviously  there  is  a  plethora  of  federal  aid 
programs  for  which  state  and  local  governments  determine  it 
inappropriate  to  apply  for  funding.  Therefore,  no  applications  are 
submitted.  Generally,  the  types  and  nature  of  these  programs  are  those 
more  appropriately  designated  for  funding  through  private  and  not  for 
profit  entities. 

Recommendations 

The  Commission  will  make  recommendations  as  deemed 
appropriate. 

Overview 

Illinois  state  and  local  governments  participate  in  approximately 
375  federal  programs  per  year.  During  the  past  few  years,  federal  grant 
awards  for  the  programs  used  by  state  and  local  governments  have 
continued  to  increase,  following  the  trend  in  expenditures  for  total  U.S. 
grants  (see  Figure  1).  In  FY  2002  these  awards  totaled  $14.97  billion  and 
are  estimated  by  Commission  staff  to  increase  to  $16.56  billion  in  FY  2003. 
A  closer  look  at  the  federal  aid  table  in  Appendix  B  reveals  that  the 
projected  increase  of  $1.59  billion  from  FY  2002  to  FY  2003  results  from 
both  increases  and  decreases  in  various  programs.  Congress  has  increased 
funding  for  some  programs  while  others  have  been  reduced  or  eliminated.

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Some  of  the  major  increases  in  federal  funds  from  FY  2002  to 
FY  2003  include  the  Nutrition  Program  for  the  Elderly  program 
administered  by  the  Department  on  Aging;  the  Department  of  Children 
and  Family  Services  Foster  Care-Title  IV-E  program;  the  Department  of 
Fluman  Service's  Rehabilitation  Services  program;  the  Department  of 
Public  Aid's  Child  Support  Enforcement,  as  well  as,  Medicaid  and  State 
Children's  Insurance  Program  (SCHIP). 

Programs  with  substantial  reductions  include  the  Low-Income 
Home  Energy  Assistance  (LIHEAP)  program  administered  by  the 
Department     of     Commerce     and     Economic     Opportunities;      the 
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Department  of  Human  Service's  Special  Supplemental  Nutrition 
Program  for  Women,  Infants  and  Children  (VVIC);  the  Center  for 
Disease  Control  and  Prevention-Investigations  and  Technical 
Assistance  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health;  Criminal  Justice's 
Violent  Offender  Incarceration  and  Truth-in-Sentencing  Incentive 
Grants;  and  the  Superfund  State  Site  Cooperative  Agreements  program 
of  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency. 

Using  This  Handbook 

The  federal  programs  in  this  handbook  were  included  if  the 
funds  were  received  directly  from  the  federal  government  or  a  non- 
state  agency  (such  as  a  consortium  of  states  that  receive  federal  monies 
for  a  particular  project  or  a  national  study  group  that  pays  the  state 
agency  for  research  or  services).  Programs  in  which  a  state  agency 
received  funds  (subgrants)  from  another  state  agency  have  been 
excluded  to  avoid  "double  counting"  or  falsely  inflating  the  dollar 
totals.  However,  a  table  on  subgrants  has  been  added  (Appendix  C)  to 
indicate  the  flow  of  federal  funds  from  some  state  agencies  to  others. 

The  program  descriptions  in  FFSA  are  preceded  by  a  table  of 
contents  that  lists  the  federal  programs  used  by  state  agencies  from  FY 
2001  through  FY  2003.  This  table  will  facilitate  the  location  of  the 
federal  program  descriptions  as  well  as  indicate  which  groups  of 
federal  programs  are  used  by  each  state  agency. 

•  Tables  showing  federal  aid  award  totals  by  state  agency  are 
appended. 

•  Programs  within  each  agency  are  listed  by  the  numbers 
assigned  to  them  by  the  U.S.  Office  of  Management  and 
Budget  (OMB)  in  their  Catalog  of  Federal  Domestic  Assistance. 

•  Descriptions  of  each  program  include  the  proper  name, 
program  description  (objectives  and  services  provided  or 
supported),  formula  description,  matching  requirements, 
account  identification  number  (fecieral),  and  a  table  illustrating 
the  outlays  to  Illinois  for  FY  2001,  FY  2002  and  FY  2003. 

This  FFSA  handbook  contains  two  sections  of  state  information 
to  assist  legislators  and  staff  in  linking  the  federal  program  data  to  the 
state  budget.  A  State  Trust  Fund  section  identifies  the  trust  fund(s) 
used  for  depositing  the  federal  grants,  and  a  table  identifies  which  state 
programs  are  supported  and  what  areas  and  populations  of  Illinois  are 
served  by  the  federal  grants  (see  following  example).

Descriptions  of  the  federal  programs  include  their  proper 
names,  common  names  (where  appropriate),  and  five-digit  identifying 
numbers  (referred  to  as  OMB  catalog  numbers)  as  listed  in  the  U.S. 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  Catalog  of  Federal  Domestic 
Assistance.  Each  OMB  catalog  number  serves  to  identify  a  federal 
program  and  the  administering  federal  agency.  In  a  few  instances 
where  federal  programs  are  not  listed  in  the  Catalog  of  Federal  Domestic 
Assistance,  this  Commission  has  assigned  a  unique  identifying  number. 
The  program  descriptions  are  arranged  in  ascending  order  by  OMB 
catalog  number.  For  example,  the  list  below  shows  the  basic 
numbering  scheme  and  the  corresponding  federal  agencies:

Information  Sources 

The  basic  sources  for  the  fiscal  data  included  in  the  FFSA 
report  are  the  Commission  on  Intergovernmental  Cooperation's  annual 
federal  aid  surveys  which  have  examined  the  use  of  federal  funds  by 
Illinois  state  agencies  from  FY  1973  until  the  present.  The  Commission 
has  combined  its  survey  information  with  information  compiled 
through  its  weekly  federal  aid  tracking  system  to  obtain  actual  and 
estimated  totals  for  most  federal  programs.  The  fiscal  information  is 
supplied  directly  by  the  state  agencies,  and  it  is  assumed  the  figures  are 
supplied  in  good  faith  and  are  substantially  correct.  In  a  few  cases 
where  federal  programs  provide  funds  under  several  subcategories,  the 
fiscal  information  was  obtained  from  Federal  Funds  Information  for 
States  (FFIS),  a  project  sponsored  by  the  National  Conference  of  State 
Legislatures  and  the  National  Governors  Association.  The  primary 
source  for  the  program  descriptive  information  is  the  U.S.  Office  of 
Management    and    Budget's    Catalog   of  Federal    Domestic    Assistance.

93.5S6  STATE  COURT  IMPROVEMENT  PROGRAM 

Program  Description:  Formula  grants  to  assist  state  courts  in  performing 
their  role  in  the  continuum  of  care  provided  for  families  and  children  at 
risk.  This  program  offers  support  for  the  implementation  of  alternatives 
and  improvements,  as  well  as  support  for  the  expansion  of  successful 
court  systems.  It  provides  state  courts  with  the  flexibility  to  design 
assessments,  which  identify  barriers  to  effective  decision-making, 
highlight  practices  which  are  not  fully  successful,  examine  areas  in  need  of 
correction  or  added  attention,  and  then  implement  reforms  which  address 
the  state  court's  specific  needs. 

Formula  Description:  Each  state  court  with  an  approved  application  is 
allotted  $85,000  for  each  of  the  fiscal  years,  2002  -2006.  In  addition  to  this 
base  amount,  the  remainder  of  the  amount  appropriated  for  all  state  courts 
($12,310,000  for  fiscal  year  2002)  will  be  divided  among  those  courts  with 
approved  applications  according  to  each  state's  proportionate  share  of 
children  under  the  age  of  21.  Twenty -five  percent  of  the  total  cost  must 
come  from  non-federal  funds.

Program  Description:  This  program  consolidates  Federal  library  services 
programs  designed  to  stimulate  excellence  and  promote  access  to  learning 
and  information  resources  in  all  types  of  libraries,  to  provide  linkages 
among  and  between  libraries,  and  to  promote  targeted  library  services  to 
people  of  diverse  geographic,  cultural,  and  socioeconomic  backgrounds. 
Grants  are  available  to  state  library  administrative  agencies  which  can 
expend  the  funds,  either  directly  or  through  subgrants,  for:  (1)  establishing 
or  enhancing  electronic  linkages  among  or  between  libraries;  (2) 
electronically  linking  libraries  with  educational,  school,  or  information 
services;  (3)  assisting  libraries  in  accessing  information  through  electronic 
networks;  (4)  encouraging  libraries  in  different  areas,  and  encouraging 
different  types  of  libraries  to  establish  consortia  and  share  resources;  or  (5) 
paying  costs  for  libraries  to  accjuire  or  share  computer  systems  and 
telecommunications  technologies;  and  (6)  targeting  library  and 
information  services  to  persons  having  difficulty  using  a  library  and  to 
underserved  urban  and  rural  communities,  including  children  from  birth 
through   age   17  from    families   with   incomes   below   the   poverty   line. 


Formula  Description:  Grants  to  states  are  based  on  the  most  recent  total 
population  from  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  but  with  a  $340,000  minimum 
for  the  50  states.  District  of  Columbia,  and  Puerto  Rico,  and  $40,000 
minimum  for  the  other  outlying  areas.  The  federal  share  is  66  percent.

Activities  may  include:  1)  education  and  training  of 
persons  in  library  and  information  science,  particularly  in  areas  of  new 
technology  and  other  critical  needs,  including  graduate  fellowships, 
traineeships,  institutes,  or  other  programs;  2)  research  and  demonstration 
projects  related  to  the  improvement  of  libraries,  education  in  library  and 
information  science,  enhancement  of  library  services  through  effective  and 
efficient  use  of  new  technologies,  and  dissemination  of  information 
derived  from  such  projects;  3)  preservation  or  digitization  of  library

Program  Description:  This  program  is  designed  to  provide,  foster,  and 
promote  part-time  work  opportunities  (usually  20  hours  per  week)  in 
community  service  activities  for  low-income  persons  who  are  55  years  old 
and  older.  The  program  assists  and  promotes  the  transition  of  program 
enrollees  into  unsubsidized  employment.  The  individuals  who  are 
employed  may  be  placed  in  work  assignments  at  local  service  agencies

U.228  COMMUNITY  DEVELOPMENT  BLOCK  GRANTS  - 
STATE'S  PROGRAM 

Program  Description:  This  program  (also  called  the  "small  cities" 
program)  allows  states  to  administer  all  aspects  of  the  program  for  the 
small  cities  within  their  boundaries  through  a  block  grant.  The  primary 
objective  of  this  program  is  the  development  of  viable  urban  communities 
by  providing  decent  housing,  a  suitable  living  environment,  and 
expanding  economic  opportunities —  principally  for  low  or  moderate 
incomes.  Activities  acceptable  under  this  program  include  acquisition, 
rehabilitation  or  construction  of  certain  public  works  facilities,  housing 
rehabilitation,  and  economic  development.  In  addition  to  federal  grants, 
states  may  receive  moneys  directly  generated  from  activities  that  received 
CDBG  funding.  These  moneys,  termed  "program  income,"  include  gross 
repayments  of  housing  and  business  loans  made  with  CDBG  funds,  gross 
sales  proceeds  from  properties  acquired  or  improved  with  CDBG  funds, 
and  gross  proceeds  resulting  from  the  use  of  CDBG-assisted  properties. 
States  are  authorized  to  require  that  recipients  of  state-distributed  CDBG 
funds  return  to  the  state  any  program  income  generated  as  a  result  of  the 
funding,  except  when  such  program  income  is  used  to  continue  the 
activity  that  generated  it  (e.g.,  reissuance  of  loans).  States  are  then  able  to 
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redistribute  tlie  program  income  in  the  form  of  grants.  Recent  federal 
regulations  require  states  to  account  for  all  program  income  resulting  from 
state  administered  nonentitlement  area  grants  and  maintain  records  (with 
only  minor  exceptions)  of  all  program  income  indefinitely.  Because 
program  income  may  grow  when  a  state  issues  new  income  generating 
grants  or  redistributes  program  income  from  earlier  grants,  this 
requirement  places  a  considerable  burden  on  states. 

Formula  Description:  Non-entitlement  cities  receive  30  percent  of  CDBG 
funds.  The  statistical  factors  for  each  state  are  reduced  to  reflect  only  the 
nonentitled  areas  of  the  state.  The  allocations  consist  of  a  dual  formula 
and  are  based  on  an  amount  equaling  the  greater  of  the  amounts 
calculated.  All  percentages  are  based  on  the  most  recent  decennial  census 
except  where  noted.  Formula  one  factors  are  population,  extent  of 
poverty,  and  extent  of  overcrowding  weighted  25,  50,  and  25  percent 
respectively.  The  second  formula  factors  are  population,  poverty,  and  age 
of  housing  (number  of  year-round  housing  units  built  before  1939  or 
earlier)  weighted  20,  30  and  50  percent  respectively.  If  the  state  elects  to 
aciminister  the  program,  the  funds  flow  to  the  state,  which  redistributes 
them  to  localities.  A  state  may  retain  up  to  $100,000  plus  two  percent  of  its 
grant  for  administration  and  must  match  each  federal  dollar  in  excess  of 
$100,000  used  for  administration.  These  block  grants  funds  may  be  used 
for  other  federal  grant-in-aid  programs  provided  they  meet  the  CDBG 
criteria.

Under 
the  Trade  Adjustment  Assistance  (TAA)  program,  weekly  trade 
readjustment  allowances  (TRA),  TAA  training  costs  (including  subsistence 
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and  transportation)  and  the  administration  of  TAA  training  are  paid  out  of 
funds  of  the  Federal  Unemployment  Benefits  and  Allowance 
Appropriation  account  (FUBA).

Formula  Description:  Funds  are  allocated  among  the  states  on  the  basis  of 
state  population  and  total  U.S.  population.  States  are  entitled  to  payments 
in  an  amount  equal  to  its  allotment  for  that  fiscal  year.  Allotments  for  Title 
XX  are  subject  to  a  limitation  of  $2.8  billion.  Prior  to  1982,  Puerto  Rico  and 
the  territories  were  only  allowed  to  use  re-allocated  funds  not  used  by 
states.  These  jurisdictions  now  receive  the  same  share  of  the  funds  that 
they  received  in  1981.  Allocations  are  published  in  the  fall  for  the  fiscal 
year  beginning  the  following  October.  There  is  no  matching  requirement.

The  state  agency  must  also  agree  to  provide 
the  remaining  cost  of  the  safety  program(s).  Within  these  limitations,  the 
formula  used  to  allocate  the  majority  of  available  funds  assigns  a 
preliminary  allocation  based  on  a  percentage  factor  inversely  related  to  the 
size  of  the  requested  funding.  These  amounts  are  modified  by  subtracting 
an  amount  calculated  by  multiplying  the  difference  between  the  total 
requests  and  the  primary  portion  of  available  funds  by  the  result  of 
dividing  each  state's  shortfall  (the  difference  between  the  request  and  the 
preliminary  allocation)  by  the  total  shortfall.  This  produces  a  primary 
allocation.  A  secondary  allocation  is  determined  by  assigning  point  values 
to  the  states  for  having  achieved  certain  levels  of  program  participation, 
dividing  this  point  score  by  the  sum  of  the  states'  point  scores,  and 
multiplying  this  ratio  by  the  amount  available  for  the  distribution.  In  1992, 
federal  allocations  represented  35  percent  of  the  estimated  state  request  in 
the  natural  gas  program  (range:  21  to  50  percent)  and  28  percent  in  the 
hazardous  liquid  program  (range:  18  to  50  percent).  The  criteria  used  are 
jurisdiction,  inspector  qualifications,  recommended  number  of  inspection 
persons/ days,  and  underground  utility  damage  prevention.

(4)  adding  together  the  three  products  obtained  thereby.  The  NAP  factors 
are  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  in  accordance  with  Sections  4  and  11, 
respectively,  of  the  Act;  the  numbers  of  lunches  are  obtained  from 
programmatic  reports  submitted  to  FNS.  Section  11  of  the  Act  requires 
that  the  NAP  factors  be  adjusted  annually,  according  to  changes  in  the 
food  away  from  home  component  of  the  Consumer  Price  Index  for  all 
urban  consumers;  the  source  is  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics.  Effective 
with  the  1981-82  school  year  (school  year  being  defined  as  the  period  July  1 
through  June  30),  and  subsequent  years  thereafter,  each  state  must 
appropriate  from  state  revenues  and  use,  for  program  purposes,  an 
amount  equal  to  30  percent  of  the  Section  4  funds  made  available  to  the 
state  in  the  1980-81  school  year.

The  assigned  rates  of 
reimbursement  are  adjusted  annually  to  reflect  changes  in  the  food  away 
from  home  component  of  the  Consumer  Price  Index  for  all  urban 
consumers.  Donated  foods  or  cash  in  lieu  thereof,  are  also  made  available. 
Program  payments  to  child  care  or  adult  day  care  centers  depend  on  the 
number  of  meals  served  to  enrolled  participants  multiplied  by  the 
appropriate  rates  of  reimbursements.  For  children  in  child  care  centers 
and  eligible  adults  in  adult  day  care  centers,  these  rates  are  determined  by 
the  income  levels  of  the  children/ adults  served.  Using  the  Income  Poverty 
Guidelines  issued  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services,  the 
participant's  eligibility  for  free  and  reduced  price  meals  is  based  on  a 
statement  of  family  size  and  income.

In  cases  where 
counties  and  LEAs  qualify  under  the  15  percent  poverty  rate  threshold,  the 
statute  requires  all  children  from  low-income  families  to  be  counted  for 
allocation  purposes;  in  counties  and  LEAs  that  qualify  only  under  the 
6,500  children  threshold,  only  low-income  children  in  excess  of  that 
number  are  counted.  The  law  also  provides  a  minimum  state  allocation 
for  basic  and  concentration  grants.  Within  LEAs,  school  officials  target 
funds  to  schools  with  the  greatest  numbers  of  poor  children.  Although 
basic  grants  and  concentration  grants  are  allocated  to  LEAs  through 
different  formulas,  school  districts  combine  these  funds  for  use  as  a  single 
program  and  services  must  supplement,  not  supplant,  those  provided  by 
state  and  local  educational  agencies.
